It would be very convenient and good that Seamen

Money, when 
now they give a Sum far exceeding it. 

When once tis underſtood, as by Proclamation may be 
made mention, That no Seaman can have any Employment, 
except he regiſter himſelf in the Office, as hereaſter appears; 

and what Encouragement there is to prompt their ſpeedy 
coming in, it may be preſumed that ſe or none at all will 
refuſe to enter themſelves, but that oy will voluntarily and 
ſpeedily do it, W alſo of their Preference of Service, 
he being firſt ro be employed that ſtands next on the Books; 
and when they find that there is no poſſibility fox them to be 
employed otherwiſe, nor no place to turn themſelves in, 
but by coming to the Regiſter, they will ſoon chink it bet-

Arg. 3: It's conceived that about 307. per Month for an 
able Seaman, Cc. in Merchants pay may be equivalent 
to the King's, conſidering the Diſadvantages in Merchant:

if maimed; Sc. no ſhort Allowance upon victualling, nor 
Allowance for Cloaths if taken by the Enemy, Diſcount u pon

And the reaſon why Merchants wages is propoſed to be 
fix d and brought lower, is, becauſe it will be im 
any true Regulation to be made without it. 
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For the exorbitant Wages that have been, all this War, 
given by Merchant men, may truly be ſaid to have been the 
ge cauſe, of all the Grievances that King, Merchant and 
ubject in general, have long lain under, always complain- 
ing but cannot help themſelves : for whilſt there is double or 
near tteble the Pay in a Merchant man, how can a Seaman 
be eaſie ot contented to ſerve. the King ? will he not ſtudy, 
and ſeek all ways and means to hide from and evade the Ser- 
vice 2 or if taken and forced to ſerve the King, will he not 
ſtudy and take all opportunities to deſert 2 tho the Ruine of 
his Family, his Wages and his Life lie at ſtake for it. And 
though the Merchants do pay and continue their high Wages, 
yet they cannot be faid to be in the fault neither, having 
no power to help themſel ves; for whilſt the King muſt make 
uſe of the Power of Preſling, for the getting his Ships man- 
ned, (as it is requiſite, for the Safety of the Nation, he 
os ) ſo on the other ſide, a Merchant would never be 
mann d, could he not find out a way: that would ballance 
the King's Power: the force of which, for want of other, 
he places in his Money, thus through the oppoſition of each 
other, the publick Calamity, and a long Train of Grievan- 
J ũ «%%% Pens, 
To remedy which, no expedient can be found, until 
the Merchants can be ſupply d as effectually as the King, 
and the Wages of both be brought and kept to an intrinſick 
Ballance. The firſt of Which (as is preſumed) cannot be 
done without a Regiſter; and the laſt cannot be fix d or kept 
except the Scamen be obliged to paſs. through, and the Mer- 
chants be obliged to take them at the Regiſter, or the like. 
And why there ſhould not be ſuch a Regulation made, as is 
propoſed, to prevent it, may be enquired into.

And to prove that Merchants Wages can neyer be fix d 
lower, nor kept to a ballance, and that no true Regulation 
can be made, but by ſuch like Method as is propoſed in theft 
Papers, may thus be demonſtrated, Lo. 

. Firſt, Except the Seamen be obliged to paſs through ſome 
Regiſter, or che like, and the Merchatft alſo be obliged to 
take them there, no Reſtriction, not Penalty can aug or 
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WEEN, iE 
hinder the riſe of Merchants Wages; and if there was an 
Order made ever ſo ſtrict to bind Re Merchanis from giving, 
and the Seamen from demanding higher Wages, without be- 
ing obliged at the Regiffer, it would. be ineffectual. 

For it Merchants and Seamen were at their liberty to 
chuſe one another, without being thus obliged, the Seamen 
(having their high Wages freſh in their memories) would be 
unwilling to go into the Merchants ſervice for fuch ſmall 
_ Wages, and lie longer idling on ſhore 3” and the Merchants, 
to have their Ships mann'd, would, either fot the ad vantage 
of better Seamen, or for being earlier fitted to Sea, be prom- 
pted till to raiſe their Wages (by Conniyance.) And the 
ſame reaſons for the Seamens exorbitant Demands, would 
be then, as now; and, by conſequence, the Prejudice and 
Grievance to their Majeſties and the Subject in general would 
follow. The Allurements and Temptations of deſetting 
their Majeſties Service man fo RT. 

And to think upon a Penalty upon the Merchants or 
Seamen to prevent itz it would be altogether imptacticable, 
for there can be no Diſcoverers of ſuch Connivance bur them- 
ſelves, and they being both agteed will never do it; neither 
would it be reafonable that a Merchant ſhould lie at the mer · 
cy of any Seaman, that may falfly ſwear, for the fake of a 
Reward, that ſuch Merchant did connive with him.
